But as one 
man said: “We are fortunate; be- 
ing among the last ones released. 
At present,no Jew is to be releas- 
ed until further notice, irrespec- 
tive of his original sentence.” 


These refugees present a terrible 
problem to Shanghai which al- 
ready has its own quota of misery 
and destitution —Reuter.
